DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1-3 are allowed. 

2. The following are examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Referring to claim 1, the Mohri reference (US Patent 4765321) discloses an 

acoustic-to-electrical transducer for detecting body sounds. The Mohri reference taken 
alone or in combination with another, do not disclose, teach or fairly suggest the 
transducer comprising: a diaphragm mounted in a housing such that the diaphragm can 
make contact with a body and vibrate in response to body sounds; a diaphragm 
displacement-to-electrical conversion means to convert diaphragm displacement due to 
body sound vibrations to electrical signals; and the transducer housing having one or 
more apertures or openings to provide a low-impedance acoustic path for ambient 
sound to enter the space within the housing including the space behind diaphragm as 
recited by independent claim 1 . The aspects as summarized above are neither 
anticipated nor obvious by the prior arts of record. 

Claims 2-3 depend on claim 1 .
